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EXAMINER'S COMMENT 

Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set forth in 
37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this application is eligible 
for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) has 
been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 
CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on February 9, 2010 has been entered. 

Response to Arguments 

2. The objection to the specification is moot in view of the amendment to the specification. 

3. The rejection of claims 1, 4, 5, 8, 21 and 23-25 under 35 U.S.C. 112 is moot in view of 
the amendment to the claims. 

4. The rejection of claims 35-40 under 35 U.S.C. 1 12 is moot in view of the cancellation of 
those claims. 

Allowable Claims 

5. Claims 1 , 4, 5, 8, 21 , 23, 24, 32-34 are allowed. 

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

6. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Applicant amended 
the claims and the specification to overcome all outstanding claim rejections. Applicant also 
presented arguments filed July 20, 2009 traversing the rejections under 35 U.S.C. 103 of 
independent claims 1, 21 and 32. Specifically, with respect to independent claims 1 and 21, 
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Fries does not disclose or suggest a fixing tape provided with an opening through the attaching 
portion, and thus it would not be obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to first modify the 
article of Fries such that the fixing tape is provided with an opening and then modify the 
resulting article such that the opening is specifically a rectangular slit. With respect to claim 32, 
similarly, Fries does not disclose or suggest a fixing tape provided with an opening through the 
attaching portion, and applicant's argument that it would not be obvious to one of ordinary skill 
in the art to modify the article of Fries such that the fixing tape is provided with an opening was 
found persuasive. Neither Jingu nor Tanzer remedies the deficiencies of Fries. As the 
combination of Fries and Jingu and Tanzer is the closest prior art of record, and all rejections 
under 35 U.S.C. 103 over the closest prior art of record have been overcome, the claims are 
allowed.
